The first two 
methods of soil analysis named have given 
valuable information concerning the chem- 
ical composition of soils, but the results 
obtained by these methods do not cor- 
relate well with plant growth or the re- 
sponse of plants to fertilizer applications, 
and their practical usefulness is limited 
in this respect. 

The difficulty with the old way of mak- 
ing soil analysis lies in the fact that there 
might be, for instance, a great abundance 
of Potash in the soil, maybe enough to 
produce fifty crops, which for certain 
chemical reasons might not be available 
to plants, and to produce a successful crop 
application of Potash in this particular 
case would be necessary. Under the old 
type of soil analysis, this condition would 
not be shown, but with the new modern 
analysis that has been perfected within 
the last five or six years it is now possible 
to show by a simple, quick test, and by 
the use of color charts and a chemical 
reaction agent, the amount of available 
plant food in the soil. 

As a result of recent research work the 
third method of soil analysis is now chief- 
ly depended on because, with respect to 
the part played by soils in the nutrition 
of plants, there are two main considera- 
tions; namely, the supply of easily soluble 
plant food constituents in the soil solution 
and the power of the soil to maintain this 
supply throughout the life of the plant or 
for certain critical periods in the growth 
of the plant. 

Interpreting the Analysis 

It must be remembered that the making 
of a series of soil analyses means nothing 
unless these tests are interpreted in terms 
of a definite recommendation. 


Experience and knowledge of chemistry 
makes possible very accurate information 
from the use of this new soils analysis. 

It must be borne in mind that the re- 
sults of no one test should be taken as 
the complete explanation of crop failure 
or success. The fertility of the soil is 
something more than a certain number 
of pounds of plant food material, regard- 
less of the method by which we seek to 
reveal various features of its manifold 
aspects. The interpretations of the tests 
must be considered in terms of all other 
known characteristics of the soil in ques- 
tion. A blind adherence to any prescribed 
rule will often lead to grave error and 
hasty condemnation of a method of which 
too much is demanded. 


A. B. C. of Acid Soils 

Success or failure in obtaining profit- 
able results from the use of farm manures 
or commercial fertilizers is very often due 
to the acid or alkaline condition of the 
soil and its adaptability to the particular 
crop to be grown. No-application of fer- 
tilizer can ever be profitable when applied 
on land that is too acid for the crop to 
be grown, therefore a test to determine 
the acidity is absolutely necessary for 
successful crop production. 

An attempt to correct acidity in the 
soil by the use of fertilizers having a 
lime base is not a satisfactory practice 
because a lime base fertilizer does not 
contain sufficient lime to do the job. The 
proper and economical method is to as- 
certain by a soils test the pH value of 
the soil and then apply sufficient lime in 
its cheapest form to correct any acidity 
that may exist. 

The degree of acidity or alkalinity re- 
quired by each crop has been well estab- 
lished and a knowledge of the adaptability 
of each piece of soil for a certain crop is 
a necessity for profitable production. 

The chart below explains the relative 
acidity of soils as expressed in pH values:

*Figures indicated by (star) represent 
the pH value of the soil, the pH value 
is a scale recording the relative acidity 
or alkalinity of the soil just as a ther- 
mometer records the relative heat or cold 
of the atmosphere. As the above diagram 
shows, a low pH value means an acid 
or sour soil, and a high pH value a.. 
alkaline or sweet soil. 

The first requirement is to find out by 
means of a soil test the pH value of the 
soil and this information will supply 
knowledge as to what kind of a crop can 
be grown on the soil and whether it is 
necessary to apply lime for the profitable 
production of the crop intended to be 
grown. If the crop to be grown is a 
legume or one of those crops requiring 
a nearly neutral soil then the next step 
is to find out what quantity of lime is 
required.

development. 
19. Roses: See No. 4 above, for planting. 


Also No. 5 and No. 11 above, for mulch- 
ing.

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Selecting Heads from One of Our Crops of Early Jersey Wakefield Cabbage 
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Description of Varieties 


Of the Cabbage grown by us there are three dis- 
tinct varieties, viz, POINTED HEADS, ROUND 
HEADS and FLAT DUTCH TYPE. The differ- 
ent Cabbages belonging to each group may be either 
early, medium or late, i. e., requiring shorter or 
longer time to mature or be ready for use. Some 
are better keepers, therefore more desirable for 
storage. 


The various Cabbages belonging to each group 
have distinct characteristics which, in most instances, 
are plainly noticeable, but there are varieties which 
are difficult to tell from others, where the difference 
may only be in earliness, the shape of the center 
leaves and whether they are numerous or few. 


It must also be remembered that climatic and soil 
conditions, or Cabbage affected by pests such as mag- 
gots or aphis, will show a change in the plants, dif- 
ferent from what their true appearance should be 
when grown under favorable conditions. It is there- 
fore quite common to find, especially in a large field, 
Cabbage in part of the field having a different ap- 
pearance than in some other part. This may be due 
either to richer soil, or more sandy, better or poorer 
drainage. However, we do not admit that any of 
these conditions will affect the shape of the heads or 
other characteristics of the Cabbage.

JERSEY WAKEFIELD is one of the earl- 
iest and best known pointed varieties. The 
outer leaves are few, of a large roundish 
shape—edges are smooth—the leaves are a 
deep green color and ribs small. The plants, 
if not stunted, begin to head quickly and 
are firm! and solid even when small. When 
matured the head is sharply pointed (not 
oval) and should measure slightly more 
from base to point than diameter. The 
stem is slightly taller than the Flat Dutch 
types and more slender. 


CHARLESTON WAKEFIELD resembles 
the Jersey Wakefield, with this difference— 
the Cabbage takes longer to head, is also 
larger, the leaves coarser, of a lighter color 
and the head is less pointed. 


WINNINGSTADT. A medium variety— 
outer leaves very deep green and crimped, 
clinging to head, slightly turned outward 
at points.

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Selecting Heads from One of Our Crops of Early Jersey Wakefield Cabbage 


a brief outline of how this crop is produced 
on Puget Sound. 


The land is first selected .with the utmost 
care and only land that 1s adapted is selected. 
The method of planting is the result of many 
years’ observation and experience, which is 
essential in growing a crop that hybridizes or 
pollinizes as readily as cabbage. The custom 
has always been followed of isolating the 
fields, growing only one variety on any cer- 
tain farm at least seventy rods from any other 
like crop. With this method of planting and 
by adhering to the rule of never planting two 
crops of cabbage in succession on the same 
piece of land, a very much truer and uniform 
type can be maintained and the constant 
change from one piece of land to another has 
effectively prevented the introduction of dis- 
eases. Both of these drawbacks are common 
to those selections where the growing is done 
on seed farms on which the various crops are 
bunched together and grown year after year 
on the same land. 


After the land has been selected, it is plowed 
early in the spring and continually cultivated 
and disced until the plants are transplanted. 
A spot is selected for planting which is raked 
over until it resembles a mellow garden. The 
seeds are sown about the middle of May. The 
plants are usually large enough to set out in 
the field the first part of July, sixteen inches 
apart in rows three feet apart. Constant cul- 
tivation is necessary in order to remove all 
weeds, keeping the land mellow, thus giving 
the cabbage a rapid growth which insures a 
healthy condition and helps hght the root mag- 
gots. By the middle of October the cabbage 
has advanced to a stage where small stunted 
or off-tvpe cabbage are cut out and only 


heads that are firm and true to type are 
kept for seed production. These true heads 
are put in their permanent places, the rows 
six feet apart. This is a task of extreme im- 
portance and can be done only by those who 
have given years of study and close applica- 
tion to cabbage seed culture. About the mid- 
dle of November or at the first sign of freez- 
ing weather, the cabbages are covered and 
remain so until about the first of March. From 
this time on, the cultivating must be done 
with consistent regularity, as this is the time 
the seed is maturing. Just before the plants 
are in bloom, stakes five feet long are placed 
in the rows about six feet apart and a heavy 
twine is strung along both sides of the cab- 
hbage and fastened to the stakes about two feet 
from the ground. This keeps the heavy laden 
branches from breaking off or resting on the 
ground. Before the cabbage is cut, the last 
part of July, a deep furrow is plowed between 
the rows and stakes laid across this furrow. 
The cabbage is then cut with large knives and 
piles of a dozen stocks each placed on top of 
these stakes. Thus, the furrow acts as a ven- 
tilator. The seeds are ready to thresh in about 
two weeks, and are placed by hand in a canvas 
covered box five feet by four feet by twelve 
feet and hauled to the thresher on a sled. 


Machines specially constructed for this 
threshing are used. The seed comes from the 
machines fairly clean and is placed in burlap 
sacks about half full, where it is kept about 
two weeks, during which time the sacks are 
turned every day in order to insure the seed 
being perfectly cured. Tags are placed both 
inside and outside the sacks, giving stock num- 
ber, variety, etc., making admixture of the 
different lots a practical impossibility. 
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A Very Important Advantage 


which Skagit County has over all others is its prac- 
tical immunity from diseases common to the Brass- 
ica family, such as Black Leg, Black Rot, Club Root 
and Fusarium Wilt, all of which are serious dis- 
eases, causing severe losses in other districts where 
they are common. Fusarium Wilt has become very 
destructive in the Cabbage growing section of the 
Eastern, states and bids fair to rank with Black Rot 
in importance. It causes a “yellowing” and wilting 
of the plants. 


Farmers’ Bulletin 925 gives a long article on all 
of the diseases, but none of them have been found 
in any of the fields in Skagit County. Professor 
J. C. Walker, with the Wisconsin Agricultural Col- 
lege, has inspected nearly every field on Skagit flats 
and failed to find any trace of any of these diseases. 
Experiments have been conducted by us and some 
of the worst infected samples from other seed pro- 
ducing sections have been tried here for the past 
three years, but the PLANTS AFTER THE 
MOST SEVERE LABORATORY TEST HAVE 
FAILED TO SHOW ANY TRACE OF DISEASE. 
There are several other reasons why Puget Sound 
can produce seeds absolutely free from diseases, but 
it is enough for us to know that our seeds are free 
and very probably will always remain so.

“The germs of several of the most 
serious cabbage diseases, including 
black-rot and black-leg, are commonly 
carried with the seed.

FOTTLER’S BRUNSWICK—Or Early Drumhead —has a 
large amount of outer leaves—broad—dark green color—

—short stem. A good kraut or winter Cabbage. Is easily 
distinguished from other varieties. 


LARGE LATE FLAT DUTCH—Easily detected—the most 
vigorous growing Cabbage—numerous large outer lsaves— 
pale green—very broad and large veined—inner leaves turn- 
ing slightly back from the head—short stem—head irregular 
at the stem—perfect round at top—very flat.

COPENHAGEN MARKET—Has fewer outer leaves—nearly 
round—edges smooth—leaves are saucer shaped turning in- 
ward—ribs and veins are small—color of leaevs and head a 
pale green—the head is perfectly round—inner leaves cling 
closly to head. One of the earliest varieties and makes the 
largest head of the roundhead types. 


GLORY OF ENKHUIZEN—Is somewhat similar to Copen- 
hagen Market, but with this difference—the color is darker— 
has more leaves—is a more vigorous grower. It is a con- 
siderably later Cabbage and is classed as a medium Cabbage. 
Ribs and veins are more prominent—both varieties have short 
stem. 


DANISH BALLHEAD—tThe leaves are dark green, medium 
large and are rather numerous before the Cabbage heads up 
—heads rather late in the season—the head is perfectly round 
and is hard while quite small. Late in the season, when 
head has grown to quite a size there are but few leaves pro- 
tecting the head, therefore it is hard to protect during the 
winter.

The Roundhead or Danish types are the hardest to grow, as 
they seem to be more susceptible to maggots, blackstem or 
aphis, than any other Cabbage. They are not as_ heavily 
rooted, and are therefore unable to resist the ravage of these 
pests like other Cabbages. Then again they are harder to 
winter. If they are covered heavily they are apt to smother 
and if they are left uncovered they will freeze when other 
varieties won’t be affected, probably on account of having 
fewer leaves. 


RED ROCK—Belongs to the Ballhead type and resembles it 
in everything but the color. The leaves and head are of a 
reddish cast; the more solid the color the better the type. 
The stem is tall, growing sometimes over a foot high. The 
head is small, but very hard and compact. 


AUTUMN KING—(or World Beater)—The leaves are pale 
green, very large and numerous. They are irregular in 
shape and edges are very ragged. Makes a large head but 
does not get very hard or solid—is a hardy, late Cabbage. 


AMERICAN DRUMHEAD SAVOY~-Is probably a cross be- 
tween a head Cabbage and some variety of Dwarf Kale, as 
the heads do not knit hard, but remain loose. The leaves 
are a very dark green, very savoyed or curled and numerous.

This picture shows the table and instruments for making seed analysis for purity. This is 
very pains-taking and careful work, requiring the best lickt and the greatest precaution. The 
operator must be able to recognize and classify every seed in the sample. All seeds of a kind 
are separated and weighed, and when they are all segregated the percentage of each can be 


determined. 


In the background is Myr, Vail using the delicate scale, or balance. This scale will move 
with the weight of the tiniest seed, and is so delicate that it is necessary to keep it enclosed 
in a dust-proof glass case. It is used to determine the percentage of foreign seed and inert 


matter. 


= HE IMPROVEMENT OF FARM CROPS 
| through the selection of right seed is a modern 
and essential element in agricultural progress. 
To select better seed is the farmer's mission, and it 
is one of the very best investments that he can make. 
It requires as much labor, fertilizer, acreage, and is 
as expensive to sow poor seed and harvest a poor 
crop as to sow good seed and harvest a good crop. 


Much interest has been manifested during the last 
year or two in regard to the Pure Seed Law of the 
State of Washington. This law was passed by the 
State Legislature in 1909, but owing to lack of an 
appropriation, was not enforced until 1911. 


The requirements of the new law are reasonable, 
and at the same time give ample protection to the 
farmer, guaranteeing to him freedom from obnoxious 
weeds and adulteration. There can be no question 
but that established seed houses, all of them, would 
refuse to buy or sell, knowingly, seed containing 


such weeds as Dodder, Wild Mustard or Canada 


Thistle. From an entirely selfish motive, no seed 
house could afford to sell seed that would be a poor 
advertisement. 


But it is not a question of whether the seedsman 
intends to sell foul seed, but whether he is in a 
position to know whether he is selling seed contain- 
ing weed seed. It might be assumed that any in- 
telligent man in the seed business would know wheth- 
er he was selling clean seed or not, but it is a fact 
that there could be, for instance, 5% of Dodder in 
Red Clover or Alfalfa, yet the seed might appear 
to be of the finest quality, and only a careful ex- 
amination, made by sampling the entire shipment, 
and then analyzing under a glass, would disclose 
the foul seed. 

Testing grass seed for purity requires the same 
sort of special knowledge that a chemist requires 
for making a chemical analysis, or a physician re- 
quires to determine what is wrong with the human 


body.

This picture shows Mr. Vail at the mixing 


machine. The first step to obtain a reliable 
test is to take samples from the top, middle 
and bottom of each bag of each lot of seed. 
These saanples are placed in the mixing ma- 
chine, which thoroughly mixes them and di- 
vides the bulk into two equal parts. One of 
these parts is again placed in the machine, and 
divided. This process is repeated until a sam- 
ple is obtained that is small enough to be ana- 
lyzed. It is only by this method that a reliable 
sample of the entire lot can be obtained. 


Recognizing that there is a demand for expert 
knowledge of the purity of seeds, we have estab-
